WIDOW DIES AT 
HOME IN ELBA 


Mrs, Jefferson <A. Carnley 
died Monday, Noy. 2, at 12 o’- 
clock, noon, at her home in El- 
ba after a long illness. She was 
79 years old. 

She was born Jan. 3, 1880, in 
Melvin, Ala., her maiden name 
being Mary Oliver Ray, the 
daughter of the Rev. S. O. Y. 
Ray and Josephine Tate Ray. 
Her father was a Baptist minis- 
ter, who later served the pas- 
torate of churches in Elba and 
Enterprise. She graduated from 
Judson College, Marion Ala., in 
1898, and came to Elba where 
her father was then pastor of 
the First Baptist Church. 


Married In 1901 

She was married in 1901 to 
Jetferson A. Carnley, who was 
then Coffee county superinten- 
dent of education, and who 
continued the stury of law, lat- 
er being admitted to the bar 
and served many years as Cof- 
fee county probate judge. He 
died Dec. 7, 1954. 

She is survived by one son, 
Attorney §. Fleetwood Carnley 
ot Elba, and two daughters, 
Mrs. Josephine Kendrick of El- 
ba and Mrs. Mary Olive Pur- 
vis of Montgomery. Three chil- 
dren preceded her in .death: 
Mrs, Sarah Albert Folsom, wife 
of Gov. James E. Folsom; Jef- 
ferson A. Carnley Jr., and Oli- 
ver Paul Carnley who died in 
infancy, She also leaves 12 
grandchildren and five great- 
grandchildren, 

Mrs. Carnley was a member 
of the First Baptist church, the 
Daughters of the American Re- 
volution, the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, and was a 
charter member of the Elba 
Music Club in which she held 
a lifelong honorary member- 
ship. She was active in civic 
and religious activities until 
the last year before her death 
when she became a semi-inva- 
lid and seldom left her home.

The game, as doped by the 
experts, was a close contest 
with both teams evenly match- 
ed, Elba held the edge in statis- 
tics, although they could not 
master a scoring threat all 
through the ball game.

One play determined the out- 
come, a 60-yard scoring pass 
late in the third quarter. Up

PAPER OUTPUT 
IN ALABAMA 
CONTINUES UP 


Alabama's paper, pulp and 
paperboard production contin- 
ued its rapid climb during 19538 
with a four percent increase 
over the 1957 production fig- 
ures, 

Monthly reports for tonnages 
showed a record month of pro- 
duction in July of last year and 
an increase over all but three 
months in comparison for 1957. 
A comparison of employment 
during December in 1957 and 
1958 showed last year leading 
with nearly 10,000 persons em- 
ployed. 

One of the most rapidly ex- 
panding areas in the state’s 
economy, paper, pulp and pa- 
perboard production has nearly 
tripled during the last 10 years, 
The number of firms have dou- 
bled and existing production 
facilities have been expanded. 

Paralleling this growth has 
been added emphasis on refor- 
estation which has resulted not 
only in the return of many 
thousands of acres to more 
productive utilization but also 
better management of existing 
woodlands. 

The growth of the Alabama 
paper industry has had wider 
influence than just the em- 
ployment and income which it 
provides directly. Tree farming 
has been extended and intensi- 
fied, increasing farms, and 
many are employed in moving 
the wood from the lot to paper 
mills. Land prices have also ri- 
sen in consequence to more 
productive utilization of for- 
mer crop lands. 

In this period of declining 
agriculture prices, the increas- 
ed market for forest products 
has provided a valuable addit- 
ion to farm incomes and has 
contributed much to the rise in 
Alabama land prices.

tail Trade bulletin published by the Bureau of Business Re- 
search, School of Commerce and Business Administration, 
University of Alabama, has just completed figures to show 
that retail sales in Coffee County increased 25.6 per cent 
from July to August, this year, and increased 25.9 from 
August, of 1958, to August, this year. 


Dial telephone service has been brought to Elba and 
the' Wiregrass by United Telephone and Telegraph Co, An 
advertisement elsewhere in this issue by the Alabama H- 
lectric Cooperative recites that “There is no better gauge 
to measure the growth of an area than its use of electric 
power. Some indication of the fine progress realized by the 
City of Elba in recent years can be gained in the fact that 
over the past 10 years, the electric power requirements of 


Elba have more than tripled.” 


The growing pains include a need for more hous- 
ing, home ownership as well as rental, a need for more 
schoolrooms, and, in common with the rest of the country, 
higher prices, all of which always accompanies expansion. 
We may as well get used to higher prices. 


Every indication points to continued progress next 
year’, and looking into the more distant future, there is cer- 
tainty that Elba will have a hospital and every indication 
of development of the Choctawhatchee-Pea River water- 


way.

One received his decoration 
on Okinawa and the other in 
Italy, both then enlisted men. 
They are Sergeant Alexandro 
Ruiz and Major Van T. Bare- 
foot. 

Sgt. Ruiz earned his award 
as a private of Company A, 165 
Infantry on Okinawa in 1945. 
His company was pinned down 
by enemy fire when he jump- 
ed to his feet and drew most 
of the enemy fire as he advanc- 
ed and poured hundreds_ of 
rounds of ammunition at the 
enemy pillbox before his rifle 
jammed. He returned for an- 
other rifle and again charged 
the pillbox. Wounded by a 
grenade fragment, he climbed 
to the top of the pillbox and 


tossed grenades inside and 
knocked it out, 

On May 23, 1944, Major Bare- 
foot, then a technical sergeant, 
near Carano, Italy, knockec 
out two German machine gun 
nests and captured 17 prison- 
ers. Later he placed himself in 
the path of three Mark VI 
tanks, disabled one and made 
the others veer off. He killed 
the crew of the tank, and then 
carried two of his fellow Amer- 
icans to safety. He is now un- 
dergoing flight training at Fort 
Rucker,
